Asl^  when  the  South  Carolina 
team  would  stop  serving  supper, 
Tracey  replied,  “Whenever  we 
don't  have  any  more  (people)  in 
line  or  we  ran  out  of  somraiing  to 
feed  diem. 

“Our  idea  is  to  give  a  odd  cup  of 
water  in  Jesus'  name,”  he  said  as  a 
nearby  power  generator  sounded 
for  the  first  dme.  “And  now  we're 
fixing  to  have  power  to  the  refiig- 
erator.” 

Yet  the  beat  and  humidity  com¬ 
bined  with  long  hours  to  make 
fatigue  a  factor  tanong  many  relief 
wo^rs. 

“We're  just  running  on  adrenalin 
and  God.  Our  bodies  are  going  to 
start  failing  os  soon,”  said  Steve 
Mosley,  relief  worker  widi  Nordi 
Candina  Baptists  who  were  feed¬ 
ing  residents  of  the  Richmond 
Heights  community.  “We  definite¬ 
ly  need  eveiybody's  prayers.” 

The  Home  hussion  Board  has 
riven  $25,000  in  hunger  funds  and 
$25,000  in  disaster  relief  fimds  for 
the  idief  projects.

Carolyn  McAda^  began  weqv 
ing  as  ^  walked  into  tte  sanctu¬ 
ary  of  First  Church  of  Cutler 
Ridge  in  Miami.  Although  the 
walls  were  standing,  the  ceiling 
had  caved  in,  insolation  hong  in 
chunks  and  several  inches  of  water 
stood  on  the  flomr. 

“This  is  the  only  church  I've 
attended  since  I  was  a  <^ild,”  she 
said.  “My  home  is  goner  my  car  is 
gone,  and  I've  lost  my  cfaur^” 


Eadier  two  deaoxis  surveyed  the 
damage  at  Hist  Church  of  Petrine 
which  looked  as  if  stMneone  had 
tossed  a  bomb  inside.  Pointing  to 
the  room  that  showed  daylight 
through  the  roof,  deacon  John 
Reed  said,  “There's  where  I  teadi 
Sundi^  Schod.  I  guess  I  won't  be 
using  it  for  awhile.'' 

“The  issue  of  tins  is  not  just  the 
damage  to  the  buildings  but  the 
economic  impact  of  the  destruc¬ 
tion,”  said  James  Goodson,  direc¬ 
tor  ^  the  Florida  Convention  mis¬ 
sions  division. 

“These  folks  will  be  without 
their  livelihoods  for  a  long,  long 
time.  Honda  B{f>tists  will  be  here 
ministeiing  for  a  long,  long  time.” 

A  band  of  weary  South  Carcdini- 
ans  have  set  up  a  feeding  site  at 
the  Homestead  Middle  School  to 
serve  hot  meals  in  the  community. 
The  group  from  Berkley  County 
indues  13  persons  who  specialize 
in  disaster  relief  feeding  and  12 
peistMis  ^riio  are  emergency  med¬ 
ical  tedmidans. 

They  traveled  throughout  the 
night  to  get  to  Miami.

A  man  who  trusted  God 


By  Margaret  H.  Rogers 
Genesis  11:27«12:9 


This  study  begins  a  focus  on  personalities  who  were 
influential  in  the  story  of  God’s  chosen  people.  These  indi¬ 
viduals  are  the  instruments  God  used  in  de^oping  his  peo¬ 
ple  mio  the  nation  fiom  which  scHneday  the  M^i^  would 
come.  The  nation  of  Israel  was  elected  to  be  the  medium 
God  would  use  to  reveal  hitnself  to  mankind,  and  the 
beginning  was  with  Abraham.  Abraham  is  claimed  as  die 
founder  ^  three  great  religioos;  Judaism,  Idam,  (also 
known  as  Moharnmedanism),  and  Christianity. 

The  sto^  begins  (Gen.  11 :27>32).  The  first  mention  of 
Abraham  is  in^nesis  11:26:  “When  Terah  had  lived  70 
years,  he  became  the  father  of  Abraham.”  It  can  be  pre¬ 
sumed  fiom  the  scriptures  that  Abraham  was  bom  in  Ur  of 
the  Chaldeans,  in  atyroximattely  2000  B.C. 

It  has  been  suggi»^  that  due  to  the  anti-Semitism  in  the 
region,  it  was  probibly  the  occasion  for  AlHahan’s  father 
to  take  tus  faniily  out  of  Ur.  Secular  history  helps  to  identi¬ 
fy  that  the  time  of  Abraham  fits  irtto  the  Babylonian  dvi- 
lizatioo  when  it  was  at  its  peak  of  cultural  and  political 
splendm*.  Abrdiam  came  from  a  dvilization  of  fine  cities, 
writing,  highly  devdoped  arts,  beautiful  gems  and  art,  law 
codes,  legal  systems,  ^us  a  highly  developed  religioos  sys¬ 
tem. 

Abraham  came  fiom  a  line  of  worshipers  of  pagan  gods 
(Josh.  24:2).  In  fact,  Abraham’s  father,  Terah,  was  named 
“Mooney”  (in  Hebrew  language  related  to  wo^  for  moon), 
and  they  were  probably  worsluppers  of  Nanna,  the  moon 
god.  Abraham  and  fads  family  setied  a  time  in  Haran 
(Iraq  today)  where  his  fadier  died. 

G^’s  to  Abraham  (12:1*3).  Though  Abraham  lived 
in  a  pagan  environment,  be  may  have  alrm^  had  a  ktx)wl- 
edge  of  the  true  God.  One  tiling  is  clear,  however;  one  day 
God  called  Abraham  to  get  up,  go  imo  another  la^  and 
build  a  new  civilizatioiL  God  was  giving  him  an  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  pioneer  in  tiie  developmeia  of  a  prople  who  would 
l^w  the  true  God  and  fofiow  him. 

God  said  to  Abraham,  “I  will  make  of  you  a  great  nation, 
and  I  will  bless  you  and  make  your  name  great”  Ultimate¬ 
ly,  that  blessing  is  to  readi  all  men.  This  is  a  wonderful  fact 
that  the  Hebrew  faith  and  the  Christian  religion  began  with 
acall  fiom  God. 

Obedience  to  God’s  call  (w.  4-6).  Abraham  was  leaving 
a  well-established  dvilization  to  go  into  a  country  not  as 
well  dvilized  as  Egypt  or  Babylonia.  Yet  Abratum  trusted 
God  and  was  willing  to  give  op  comfort  and  advantage.  He 
was  obedient  to  the  diviM  call,  thereby  making  it  poc^le 
for  him  to  have  a  great  name  as  well  as  heating  to  ding 
about  a  great  nation  whteb  was  a  source  of  blessing  to  all 
the  world 

Worship  follows  obedience  (w.  7*9).  In  Hebrews  1 1 
Abraham  is  mentioned  three  times  in  the  roll  call  of  the 
Heroes  of  Faith,  each  time  related  to  tus  obedience  and 
worsh^  of  the  true  God  At  each  stop  Abraham  made  on 
bis  way  to  Canaan,  be  built  an  ahar  and  wmshiped  God 
Abiahm  was  now  73  years  of  age  and  in  bis  traveling 
group  were  tus  wife,  Sarai;  his  nephew.  Lot;  and  all  of  tus 
weahh,  cattle,  and  slaves. 

His  response  to  God’s  call  was  one  of  the  reasons  he  was 
known  as  “God’s  fiiend”  No  human  name  can  vie  with 
Abraham’s  for  the  wide-spread  reverence  which  it  has 
evoked  among  aD  races  a^  throu^bout  all  time.  What  was 
the  secret  of  Abraham’s  eminence?  It  is  the  remarkaUe 
nobility  and  grandeur  of  his  religioos  life  and  feitfa  that 
made  turn  the  object  of  veneration  to  generations  of 
mankind 

God’s  requirement  of  Abraham  to  “be  a  blessing”  is  also 
issued  to  all  believers  to  be  clumnels  (rf'blessings  to  others. 
Someone  has  expressed  it  as  follows:

Not  dslems,  but  springs 
Passing  our  benero  onward 
Htting  our  Messings  with  wittgs....

Foimdation  for  witnessing

1  Corinthians  15:1-11 


The  last  kings  of  Judah  did  evil  in  the  sight  of  tile  Lmd 
They  rejected  the  opportunity  to  repent  GM’s  judgment 
came  against  Judah,  not  because  G<xl  wanted  to  column  ' 
the  pe<^,  but  because  the  peo{tie  condemned  themselves 
by  refu^g  to  tom  to  the  L(^ 

Judgment  for  Manasseh’s  sin  (24:3-4).  Manasseh  was 
tile  most  evil  of  all  the  kings  of  Jo^  or  Israel  Ife  stands 
in  direct  contrast  to  his  fat^,  good  King  Hezekiah.  Man¬ 
asseh  worshiped  false  gods  luid  idols  and  sfaed  innocertt 
blood  (2  Kin^  21:2-16).  Ife  led  Judah  away  from  the  Lord. 

The  Lord’s  judgment  came  against  Judah  “because  of  the 
sins  of  Mana^eh  and  all  he  had  done”  (v.  4).  Judah  wm 
defeated  by  Egypt  The  evil  Jehoiakim  was  made  king.  The 
l^yptians  were  defeated  by  the  Babylonians  and  Jud^  was 
tr£en  irKo  captivity.  Nebuchadnezzar  took  to  Babylon  trea¬ 
sures  fiom  the  temple  along  with  the  peqtie  of  Judah  who 
were  jtiaced  in  Bat^lonian  exile. 

The  sins  of  tiie  leklers  of  a  nation  affect  tiie  pec^  of  the 
natkm.  As  we  participate  in  electing  the  leaders  of  our 
nation,  how  important  our  re^ionsibility  is  as  Chrioians  to 
vote  fOT  those  we  feel  will  serve  best  in  accordance  with  the 
Lord’s  will  We  have  a  cottiinoing  reqionsibility  to  pray  for 
those  who  lead  us. 

BabyloD’s  capture  of  Jerusalem  during  Jehoiachin’s 
reign  (24:11-1^  ^buchadnezzar,  king  of  Babylon,  ctq>- 
tur^  the  city  of  Jerusalem  and  to(^  Jehoiachin,  king  of 
Judah,  and  fiunily  oqjtive  to  Babylon.  Jehoiachin,  also 
called  Jeconiah,  ruled  only  three  montiis.  He  foQowed  the 
evil  ways  of  bis  father,' Jehoiakim. ' 

Sin  always  has  consequences.  The  people  of  Judah 
refused  to  follow  the  L(^  and  feD  as  a  natioiL  When  we 
refuse  to  follow  the  Lmd,  we  will  fall.  Tharks  be  to  God 
that  he  gives  us  the  opportuoity  and  the  guidance  to  follow 
him. 

Zedddah’s  rebellion  aga^t  Babylon  (24:20).  Neb¬ 
uchadnezzar  made  Jeboiadnn’s  uncle  Mattaniah  king  of 
Judah  aixl  changed  Mattaniah’s  tume  to  Zedekiah.  Zedeld- 
ah  means  “the  Lord  is  righteous.”  Doting  the  reign  of 
Zedddah,  God’s  judgment  of  Judah  coi^noed  a^ 
Jerusalem  was  ultimately  destroyed. 

God  is  tire  judge  of  siriful  people,  and  we  are  all  sitmers. 
Our  scrqHure  reminds  us  of  the  fact  that  God’s  judgment 
fdls  upm  those  who  refuse  to  repent  and  turn  to  h^.  Let 
us  learn  from  Judah’s  eiqperienoe  and  turn  fiom  our  sinful 
ways  to  the  ways  of  God. 

Babylon’s  destruction  of  Jerusalem  (25:8-11).  The 
destruction  of  Jerusalem  by  Babylon  was  a  terrible  event 
Led  by  Nebuzaradan,  the  commander  of  the  guard,  the 
Babylonian  army  burned  the  temple,  the  toyd  palace,  and 
the  houses  of  Jerusalem.  Leaders  from  among  the  Judeans 
were  executed.  The  people  were  taken  into  exile.  “So  Judah 
wem  into  captivity  away  fiom  her  land”  (v.  22). 

God  calls  os  to  turn  to  turn.  He  gives  the  opportunity  to 
have  personal  relationship  with  Jesus.  Being  rightly  related 
to  God  means  giving  ourselves  completely  to  him.  By 
accepting  Jesus  as  our  Savior,  life  can  be  turned  away  fiom 
the  ultimate  fall  into  eternity  in  hell  By  repentance,  for¬ 
giveness,  and  new  direction  fiom  God,  we  as  Christians  can 
turn  fiom  the  falls  we  face  toward  the  abundant  life  Jesus 
wants  from  us. 

How  are  you  bound  to  fall?  Judah  feD  because  they 
refused  to  bear  God’s  word  and  come  to  faim.  God  does  not 
want  you  to  faU.  He  offers  a  chance  to  turn  to  turn  aixl  find 
the  wav  that  leads  to  Ufe  as  he  intends.  MU  you  follow  the 
way  of  the  Lord?

AD  of  os  are  witnesses  to  what  Christ  has  done  in  our 
Uves.  When  we  accepted  God’s  of  salvation,  we 
entered  into  a  persoiial  relationship  witii  Jesus  Ghrist.  Our 
lives  are  a  witness  to  others  that  we  belong  to  Christ  In 
Acts  3  and  4,  P^er  had  an  (^^rturuty  to  witness  td^out 
Christ  and  when  dutilenged  by  tiie  authorities,  he  said,  “We 
cannot  stop  speaking  what  we  have  seen  and  heard”  (Acts 
4:20).  We  can  become  more  effective  witnesses  by  d^el- 
oping  drills  in  presenting  a  verbal  witness.  The  lessons  in 
S^tember  wiU  help  us  to  develop  these  skills.  The  lesson 
for  this  week  leads  os  to  devel<^  a  foundation  for  efiG^ve 
witnessing  by  aooq>ting  Jesus  Christ  as  Savior.  The  sct:4>~ 
tore  is  1  Corinthians  15:1-11. 

Hie  gospel  fliat  saves  (w.  1-2).  Paul  is  reminding  the 
CorintUan  Christians  about  the  go^l  message  that  he  pre¬ 
sented  to  them.  The  goqtel  message  is  about  Jesus  Christ. 
The  go^l  message  is  Jesus  Christ!  Three  words  stand  out 
in  thu  verse:  preached,  received,  and  stand.  Paul  preached 
Jesus  Christ,  they  received  Him,  and  they  made  a  stand  on 
their  faitii  in  Him.  They  not  only  accept^  h,  but  they  were 
faithful  to  the  gospel  of  Jesus-Christ 

Paul  continues  ^  reminder  in  verse  2  to  say  that  “by  this 
gospel  you  were  saved.”  Paul  was  the  messenger.  The 
power  of  the  goq>d  (Jesus  Christ)  provided  the  salvsoion. 
Otherwise,  if  their  fidth  was  not  real,  then  tiiey  were  not 
saved.  The  beginning  pmnt  of  being  a  witness  for  Christ  is 
the  salvaCicHi  experience. 

The  ftindamaitals  of  the  gospel  (w.  3-8).  Paul  men¬ 
tions  several  basics  of  the  gbopel.  These  are:  flie  death,  bur¬ 
ial,  and  resurrection  of  Jesus.  Christ  died  fm  our  sins.  He 
died  tiiat  our  sins  could  be  forgivea  So  Paul’s  message  was 
“Jesus  Christ  and  him  crucified”  (1  Cor,  2:2).  The  death  of 
Jesus  happened  in  fulfilment  of  Scripum.  The  burial  ol 
Jesus  was  the  confirmation  of  fads  death,  and  the  resurrec¬ 
tion  was  proof  that  he  conquered  death  forever.  Without  the 
death,  tumal,  and  resurrection  of  Jesus,  there  is  no  goqiel  to 
eimrience  m  to  share. 

Paul  continues  ids  message  about  the  resurrection  of 
Jesus.  Ifis  ai^iearanoes  to  the  aposdes  and  other  believers 
was  validation  (d’  the  truth  of  tte  gospel  Paul  refers  to  his 
Damascus  road  experience  where  Jesus  tqipeared  to  turn. 
This  was  Paul’s  salvation  experience  and  caU  as  an 
:qK)6de. 

The  gospel  and  grace  (w.  9-10).  Paul  eiqilains  that  of  aU 
the  iqxMtles,  be  is  &  least  important  because  be  had  perse¬ 
cuted  the  Christians.  But  Paul  was  the  recipient  of  G(^’s 
grace.  No  one  deserves  the  grace  of  God,  but  God  reached 
out  in  love  to  Paul  just  as  be  does  to  aU  of  us.  God’s  grace 
made  a  difference  in  Paul’s  life.  As  a  result  of  that  gift  of 
grace  and  Paul’s  reqxinse,  God  enabled  him  to  become  a 
strong,  hardworking  messenger  of  the  goqiel.  Paul  gave 
God  the  credit  for  that  he  accomplished. 

The  gospel  and  fidth  (v.  11).  Paul  acknowledged  that  it 
was  not  important  who  delivered  the  message.  It  could  be 
any  of  the  rqxxtles.  The  important  emphasis  is  on  the  mes¬ 
sage.  The  go^l  (message)  was  presented  to  the  Corinthi¬ 
ans  and  they  received  Jesus  as  Savior.  LoMpersons  receive 
Jesus  as  their  Savior  throu^  fidth  in  turn.  Tm  is  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  a  foundation  for  efitective  witnessing.
